The Incorporation Committee of the 
club submitted a lengthy and carefully 
prepared petition which will be pre¬ 
sented to the San Mateo County Board 
of Supervisors at its next regular 
meeting. The petition covers fully 
the boundaries desired for the new 
city of South San Francisco, and gives 
the present estimated population. 

The petition provides for a city of 
the sixth class, and asks for incorpo¬ 


ration under the name of South San 
Francisco. 

In the editorial columns of this 
paper it is explained why the name 
So^th San Francisco is retained. 

The report of the Incorporation 
Committee was indorsed by the club, 
and upon motion it was decided to 
hold a mass meeting to-night at Met¬ 
ropolitan Hall, under the auspices of 
the club, in order to give the citizens 
of South San Francisco an opportunity 
to discuss and sign the petition before 
its presenttion to the Board of Super-

Four Main Parts, Aerial, Ground, 
Equestrian and Hippodrome, to j 
Which All Else Is Incidental—The 
Actual Cost and Press Agent Figures. < 

While the performance of the big 
modern circus is truly dazzling and; 
confusing to the average visitor, an 
analysis will show it to be a very slm- j 
pie affair. 

The performance proper consists of 
four parts—namely, aerial, ground, 
equestrian and hippodrome. Every¬ 
thing else is incidental or adjunctive. 
The menagerie, freaks, curiosities, etc., 
make up the remainder of what we 
call "the show.” 

If one will examine the programme 
of the circus performance carefully, it 
will be seen that the ground acts al-1 
ternate with, say, a jockey act, an 
aerial act, an equestrian act, another 
ground act, another aerial act, and so 
on for the entire performance. 

The performers are mostly foreign¬ 
ers, Japan furnishing the most of any 
particular country. France, Italy and 
Germany give us the most of the ath¬ 
letic artists, while England and Amer¬ 
ica produce the equestrians. But the 
Japanese furnish fully three-eighths of 
the whole entertainment. 

The natives of Nippon have never j 
been equaled by those of any other 
country for tricks of the feet and 
hands. The Japanese, however, are 
never found on the programme as 
equestrians, trapeze artists or clowns. 
With these parts eliminated they may 
be said to give the greater part of the 
performance. Cut the equestrian and 
trapeze acts and the Japanese will be 
found in almost every number. 

A single Japanese troupe of five or six 
members, costing from $150 to $400 a j 
week, will thus furnish the most of the 
entertainment. As every circus goer 
knows, the Japanese are especially ! 
skillful In every feature of juggling, 
balancing by hands or feet, manipulat¬ 
ing of objects, -wire walking, etc., 
which they have carried to such a de¬ 
gree of perfection that their acts are 
unapproachable by the people of any 
other nationality. 

The first Japanese performer in this 
country was a small boy who came 
with the first Japanese embassy to the : 
United States. 

Ilis performance created a perfect j 
furore of enthusiasm, and he attracted j 
more attention than the novel embassy 
itself. Little “All Right” will lie re- j 
membered, though the embassy and its 
important mission has long been for¬ 
gotten. 

The name was acquired from the cir¬ 
cumstances that the words "all right” 
were the only English words the child 
knew at the time, and he used to sing i 
them out in his shrill treble as he fin- j 
ished what was then deemed a re- j 
markable feat, to the intense delight of 
the audience. 

So popular was the little chap that 
his advent was followed by several 
other little “All Rights” from the same 
curious country beyond the Pacific un¬ 
til the Japanese performers here be¬ 
came an old story. 

The chief reason for the overwhelm¬ 
ing preponderance of foreign talent in, 
the American circus lies in the praetl-1 
cal exclusion of children from the ; 
stage and ring In the United States. 
So many of the states have laws for¬ 
bidding the public appearance of chil¬ 
dren under sixteen that theatrical man¬ 
agers hesitate to produce any play 
with a child in the cast. As acrobatic 
feats require early and severe training, 
the American is practically cut off 
from this way of earning a living. 

In present conditions when Little 
Eva in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” has be¬ 
come old enough to marry little “All 
Right” would be an Impossibility, for 
not only do these law T s prevent the 
training of American children for the 
stage and ring, hut they prevent the 
appearance in this country of some of 
the most famous family troupes of Eu¬ 
rope. 

Abroad the show career offers a bet¬ 
ter means of advancement than the 
trades, and poor parents frequently ap¬ 
prentice their children to those who 
train them for the stage or ring. In 
this country we generously send them 
to the cotton mills or the mines. 

The American circus performer has 
gradually become restricted to the 
equestrian act, and in the act of riding 
he or she Is not excelled, even by the 
English, though the latter nation has 
produced some fine equestrians, hauts 
ecole and darlug bareback riders. 

Mine. Dockrill, wife of R. II. Dock- 
rill, himself one of the best high school 
riders of his time, was a famous Amer¬ 
ican rider in 1874. She used to ride 
four bareback horses abreast, her feet 
resting on the two outside horses In 
Homan fashion. She also did the Ma- 


zeppa act and other thrilling bareback 
feats. Iler pretty daughter Rose was 
trained in the same act and afterward 
became a star rider. 

Emma Lake, who died quite recently 
at an advanced age, was another fa¬ 
mous American equestrienne. She al¬ 
ways won salvos of applause as her 
horse, with noble head high in the air. 
rose almost to a perpendicular on Ills 
hind feet at the word of command, 
while his skilled mistress retained a 
firm place in the saddle. 

Riders at one time were the chief at¬ 
traction of the circus and were billed 
as we now bill our “death defying 
deeds.” In the old one ring days the 
whole performance was practically di¬ 
vided between the rider and the clown. 
When the rider was not riding, the 
clown had the ring ail to himself, even 
the band ceasing to play until the 
clown sang or got off his jokes, after 
which the rider resumed the perform¬ 
ance. 

All riders in those days were “cham¬ 
pions” in the show printing. The press 
agent invariably wreathed these cham¬ 
pions in laurels wrested from other 
champions, and on the dead walls their 
breasts were adorned with rich medals 
of superlative merit. 

There were such champions as 
Charles W. Fish, Martino Lowande, 
William Demott, William Showles, 
Robert Stickney, William Ducrow, Jim 
Robinson, Jim Melville, his son. Frank 
Melville, and many others. 

Among the clowns of renown in the 
earlier days were Jim Cooke, the 
Shakespearean clown; Johnny Patter¬ 
son, the Irish clown; Joe I’eutland. 
Dan Rice, Billy Burke, etc. Their pay 
was nearly as high as that of the rid¬ 
ers. Clowns and riders were the only 
real expensive atractions of the circus 
up to the year 1870. 

A year or two later P. T. Barnum 
and his associates. W. C. Coup and Dan 
Costello, introduced a hippodrome, aud 
that feature became a fixture in the 
circus performance and necessitated 
the big tent. The hippodrome sepa¬ 
rated the audience so widely from the 
performers that the old singing and 
talking clown soon vanished. 

Ills place was taken by the silent 
funmakers of today. From being a 
chief feature the clown became a mere 
pantomimist. relegated to the waits. 
The hippodrome multiplied riders and 
cheapened them, so they, too, lost In¬ 
dividuality. The distance and multi¬ 
plicity of features enabled the show¬ 
men to run in mediocre riding acts in¬ 
stead of the first class ones formerly 
necessary. The sharp rivalry charac¬ 
teristic of the one ring days was dead. 

The hippodrome, which furnishes 
half an hour’s entertainment, is itself 
relatively the cheapest part of the per¬ 
formance today. 

When Maude Oswald was a hippo¬ 
drome rider, the races were hotly con¬ 
tested. So great was this rivalry at 
times that the management had to In-' 
terfere, not because of the danger to 
the contestants, but for fear that they 
might Injure the horses or other prop¬ 
erty. The riders owned their individ¬ 
ual necks and could be replaced at any 
time without expense to the show. 

Nowadays the hippodrome personnel 
is made up of the odds and ends and 
costs little or nothing extra. A clown 
will become a “Roman” rider; his wife 
will drive a chariot. Half a dozen wo¬ 
men, some of them sewing girls in the 
wardrobe department, make up the la¬ 
dies’ fiat races. An equal number of 
stable grooms will do the crack jockey 
races. 

A few dogs run around the track 
once, and it is called the “whippet dog 
race;” half a dozen terror stricken 
monkeys are strapped to pony saddles, 
and their frantic fear sends the au¬ 
dience into convulsions of laughter. 

The only really meritorious feature 
of the hippodrome is that of the fine 
jumping horses Introduced in modern 
days. Then come the chariot races, the 
cheapest kind of affairs, but furnish¬ 
ing perhaps the most thrilling excite¬ 
ment to the average country crowd. 
There used to be elephant and camel 
races, but the brutal manner in which 
it was necessary to goad and prod 
these unfortunates in order to get them 
to run at all was so repulsive to the 
gentle hearted in the audience that 
these races had to be eliminated. 

The hippodrome as a circus feature 
is popular with showmen because 
cheap and a good tiller. Nobody has 
to be hired for it. The obligation Is 
: put Into certain contracts. 

The harmless little press agent sto- 
! ries as to the tremendous outlay in sal¬ 
aries and all that which may seem to 
conflict with anything here set down 
- may be relegated to the fiction depart¬ 
ment. The real cost of running a big 
show Is considerably less than any oth¬ 
er business in like capitalization.—Bal¬ 
timore Sun.

SOUND SIGNALS. 


Th#ir Unreliability Under Certain At¬ 
mospheric Conditions. 

At practically every lighthouse of 
Importance on the coasts of this coun¬ 
try is some sort of signaling apparatus 
to be used when weather conditions 
prevent the lights from being seen. 
Sometimes It is a bell, sometimes a 
whistle, sometimes a Daboll trumpet, 
sometimes a steam siren. The Idea is 
to make a noise which will be heard 
where ordinarily the light would be 
seen, to give the mariner warning 
which a fog prevents the light from 
giving. Of course, in the case of a 
first order light, which may be seen 
twenty miles, the signal is, in park a 
failure, only the best and most favor¬ 
able of conditions carrying a siren 
sound so far. The signals, of course, 
have certain characteristics to prevent 
the hearer from mistaking one signal 
for another. 

At certain times, in certain weath¬ 
ers, and more particularly in certain 
localities, these sound signals behave, 
as far as their hearers are concerned, 
in a most erratic manner. In some 
cases the lighthouse board gets indig¬ 
nant complaints that on a certain date 
a certain fog signal was silent when 
It should have sounded. Investigation 
shows that the signal was sounding 
at the time, but was, for some inex¬ 
plicable reason, inaudible to the very 
ship it was meant to reach. Naturally, 
such Instances have been very care¬ 
fully investigated, and certain facts 
have come to light as a result. 

It has been found that sound, like 
light, is sometimes affected by at¬ 
mospheric conditions and that it will 
skip about in a most bewildering way. 
Thus, a fog signal may be heard with 
ear splitting force a mile from its 
source and 500 yards farther on may 
disappear entirely. Yet another 500 
yards and it again sounds as strongly 
as before. The theory in such si case 
as this is that the sound hits the wa¬ 
ter and Is echoed back from it into 
the air, to return in a curve of more 
or less magnitude and again strike the 
water. The sound. In other words, 
skips like a stone skillfully thrown In¬ 
to the Water, the points of audibility 
corresponding to the places the water 
Is hit and the areas of silence to the 
flights of the stone. 

This is a simple case. In others the 
sound forms a circle, a ring of audi¬ 
bility, outside of which there is a si¬ 
lence and inside of which nothing In 
the nature of a signal can be heard. 
And to make the matter more puzzling 
the conditions sometimes do not ap¬ 
pear and the signal acts as It should, 
while at other and rarer occasions It 
takes these freaks and fails in its pur¬ 
pose. 

As yet no laws have been deduced 
to cover the enses in point.—Scientific 
American. 


One System That Won. 

“He who breaks the bank today will 
be broken by the bank tomorrow,” 
was a favorite saying of M. Blanc, 
founder of the casino at Monte Carlo. 
There have been many systems that 
were called infallible invented for the 
purpose of breaking the bank from the 
D’Alembert to the Rosslyn mid Labou- 
chere, but only one of them all has 
ever given the keepers of the bank a 
moment’s real anxiety. This was the 
discovery of a keen eyed old 'lady who 
observed that if the croupier spun with 
certain numbers opposite him certain 
other numbers inevitably won. As a 
mutter of fact, it was all very simple. 
The roulette wheel had become warp¬ 
ed and was not quite round and thus 
invariably stuck at easily ascertainable 
figures. This little discovery put 300,- 
000 francs into the pockets of the old 
lady and her accomplices before M. 
Blanc bought the secret for 70,000 
francs.—Westminster Gazette.

Dublin Castle. 

The name of Dublin castle is more 
formidable than its appearance. When 
It was built in the thirteenth century 
it was, doubtless, with its four great 
towers and its deep moat, a thing of 
beauty compared with the present 
miscellaneous welter of buildings 
gathered / round, two ugly squares. 
Supposed to have been begun by a 
grandson of Henry I., Meyler Fitz 
Henry, It was completed by Henry De 
Loundres in 1223.

The Foddle still runs, but 
It keeps its obscure course under the 
pavement of the lower castle yard.

“lord deputy.” Although It has ever 
since retained that exalted function, 
Dublin castle was so neglected about 
two centuries ago as to need rebuild¬ 
ing. Very little of the original struc¬ 
ture remains.—Dundee Advertiser.

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FATE AT THE HELM. 

A Curious Coincidence of the Cruise of 
the Amity. 

Ralph D. Paine while delving intc 
the old sea logs kept by eighteenth cen¬ 
tury captains and now stored in the 
Essex institute at Salem brought tc 
light a strange tale that yet was fact. 
He tells about it in Outing Magazine: 

“The Grand Turk, a good ship be¬ 
longing to Elias Ilasket Derby of Sa¬ 
lem, a well known merchant, was re¬ 
turning to Salem from the West In¬ 
dies. 

“During the voyage Captain Inger- 
soll rescued the master and mate of an 
English schooner, the Amity, whose 
crew had mutinied while in the Span¬ 
ish main. The two officers had been 
cast adrift in a small boat to perish. 
This was the first act in a unique 
drama of maritime coincidence in 1774. 

“After the castaways had reached 
Salem, Captain Duncanson, the English 
master of the Amity, was the guest of 
Elias Ilasket Derby while he waited 
for word from his owners and an op- 
portunity to return to his home across 
the Atlantic. lie spent much of his 
time on the water front as a matter ot 
course and used to stand at a window 
of Mr. Derby’s counting house idly 
staring at the harbor. 

“One day while sweeping the sea¬ 
ward horizon with the office spyglass 
the forlorn British skipper let fly an 
oath of the most profound amazement. 
He dropped the glass, rubbed his eyes, 
chewed his beard and stared again. A 
schooner was making across the bar, 
and presently she stood clear of the 
island at the harbor mouth and slipped 
toward an anchorage well inside. 

“There was no mistaking her at this 
range. It was the Amity, his own 
schooner which had been taken from 
him in the West Indies, from which he 
and his mate had been cast adrift by 
the piratical seamen. Captain Duncan¬ 
son hurried into Mr. Derby’s private 
office as fast as his legs could carrj 
him. By some incredible twist of fate 
the captors of the Amity had sailed her 
straight to her captain. 

“Mr. Derby was a man of the great¬ 
est promptitude, and one of his an¬ 
chored brigs was instantly manned 
with a heavy crew, two deck guns 
slung aboard, and, with Captain Dun¬ 
canson striding the quarter deck, the 
brig stood down to take the Amity. 

“It was Captain Duncanson who led 
the boarders, and the mutineers were 
soon overpowered and fetched back to 
Salem jail in irons. The grateful skip¬ 
per and his mate signed a crew in Sa¬ 
lem and took the Amity to sea, a vessel 
restored to her own by so marvelous 
an event that it would be laughed out 
of court as material for fiction.” 

Late at the Play. 

We know from Pepys and from 
passages in the plays of contemporary 
dramatists that the manners of thea¬ 
ter audiences in the restoration epoch 
were not nice, but there is no reason 
to believe that even the fops habitual¬ 
ly arrived at the theater late. Mr. 
Sparkish, Mr. Novel and their fellows 
would talk loudly while the play was 
going on to show the superiority of 
their wit to the poet’s, but they likely 
were on hand early to lose none of the 
fun. In later epochs of English the¬ 
atrical history theater going was a 
serious undertaking, not a mere pas¬ 
time. One can tell from the begin¬ 
nings of old plays that the authors 
counted on audiences closely attentive 
from the first. Lady Randolph is the 
first speaker in “Douglas.” Orestes In j 
“The Distressed Mother,” Almelra In 
“The Mourning Bride.” The custom 
of “playing the audience in” with a 
short piece was of still later origin. 
Perhaps about that time the habit of 
going late to the theater became com¬ 
mon. “Half price” for late comers was 
a custom of Thackeray’s time.—West 
minster Gazette.

Poles of the Earth.

Sequoia gigantea, which grows along 
Sierra Nevada’s slopes, and its lessor 
cousin Sequoia sempervirens, inhabit¬ 
ing the lands near the coast around 
Santa Cruz. “What is the meaning of 
sequoia?” I asked a judge. “It is un 
doubtedly of Latin derivation, but I 
fail to remember its significance,” was 
the judicial reply. The physician de¬ 
clared it “well chosen scientific nomen¬ 
clature” and stopped. A man on the 
street said he “guessed it was the 
name of the fellow that discovered the 
trees,” so I came to the conclusion that 
but few T know, and yet the story is in¬ 
teresting. 

A long time ago, as the story books 
say, there lived near famous old Fort 
London, in east Tennessee, not far 
from the Georgia line, a very great 
man of whom not one American in a 
hundred has ever heard. Joseph Guess, 
or Sequoia, a half breed Cherokee In¬ 
dian, was born in 17G0 and possessed 
qualities which would have made him 
great at any period or among any peo¬ 
ple in the world's history. Combined 
with a powerful creative intellect were 
indomitable energy, application, per¬ 
sistence, that no discouragement could 
affect, and a firm confidence in his own 
ability to overcome obstacles. In his 
youth lie acquired distinction in his 
tribe as a craftsman in silver, his 
handiwork showing not only technical 
skill in execution, but unusual Ingenu¬ 
ity and originality of design. 

It was not, however, until 1809 that 
he began tiie work that was to entitle 
him to a place among the earth's truly 
great. In that year Sequoia’s ambition 
was fired by the knowledge that the 
whites had a method of communication 
by means of writing and books and set 
out to devise a written language for 
his own people. When it Is realized 
that Sequoia was illiterate, knew not 
a single letter of the English aphabet, 
had no basis in his own language to 
build upon, the stupendous difficulties 
of the task lie set for himself may 
well be imagined. He began his great 
work without a doubt of his ultimate 
success, with the superb faith that be¬ 
longs only to the great. From an old 
English spelling book he copied all the 
letters, giving to each a sound, modi¬ 
fied some of the letters lie found, in¬ 
vented others until lie had eighty-five 
characters, by means of which might 
be expressed every sound in the Chero¬ 
kee language. Not only would this 
have been impossible with our alpha¬ 
bet, but so simple was the system that 
any one speaking Cherokee might with¬ 
in a week or two learn to read and 
write it. There are not lacking learned 
and distinguished philologists who un¬ 
hesitatingly declare that Sequoia’s al- | 
phabet is the most perfect ever devis- 1 
ed for any language.

EARLY NEW YORK. 

Its Name In the Year 1664 Was the 
"Towne of Mannados.” 

While many persons are aware of the 
fact that New York has not always 
been so called, having for a time at 
least been known as New Amsterdam, 
probably not one in 10.000 is aware of 
the fact that in early days it possessed 
still another and now forgotten name— 
the Towne of Mannados. That this 
was the case, however, is shown be- l 
yond the shadow of a doubt by a map 
which hangs in the armory of the Old 
Guard of the city of New York among 
its collection of early Americana, the 
authenticity of which is certified to by j 
the manuscript department of the Brit- ! 
ish museum, in whose possession is the 
original from which the copy in the 
possession of the Old Guard was made. 

As a quaint representation of early 
geographical ideas of what is now 
Greater New York the map in question 
is interesting. It is one of the very 
few on which the name of Towne of 
Mannados is given priority over that 
of New Amsterdam.
